CITY AND COUNTY MAPS 

The News Printery has made ar¬ 
rangements with Miss Laura L. Whit¬ 
lock. map publisher, to act as exclusive 
'ocal agent for her publications. Two 
of the late maps are of particular in¬ 
terest. One is a transportation map 
of Los Angeles county, 24x32 inches. 
It lias been adopted as the official map 
of the Pacific Electric Railway. It 
shows ail interurban lines centering in 
Los Angeles, indicating single, double 
,r four-track lines anil all stations or 
points of interest. This map comes in 
two forms, a folder printed on tough, 
thin paper, with descriptive booklet, 
telling about the towns on the various 
ines, selling at 23 cents; and a wall 
Hanger printed on thick paper, with 
moulding top and bottom, selling at 
->0 cents. The other is a map of Los 
\ngeies city, 30x44 inches, the best 
and most complete ever published. The 
various street railway systems are 
shown in colors, and there is a table 
•living tiie routings of all cars. There 
is a street index for the entire terri¬ 
tory covered, which reaches from the 
•lorth of Glendale to tiie south of 
Watts, and from Bairdstown on tiie 
>ast to west Hollywood. In the folder 
orni this map sells for 25 cents. The 
■vail map is printed on glazed paper, 
loth backed, and has the street and 
. ar indices on the margins, and sells 
for $ 2 . Samples of the maps may be 
seen at the News office and copies 
ibtalned there, either of the folders or 
wall maps. 

There are still left some copies of the 
new official maps of Sierra Aladre pre¬ 
pared by City Engineer W. F. Bixby. 
These are printed on cloth by the blue 
print process, show all subdivisions, 
street names, and liave a marginal 
street index.

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TNG out the old year, ring In 
the new!" 

In every country of the 
^ world where civilization has 
taught mankind the importance of cel 
ebratlng his holidays brazen throated 
bells will obey this Injunction at the 
midnight moment which marks the 
passing of 1911 Into 191.' 

Every bell, every chime, every peal, 
come It from brass or steel or glass, 
■ounding In mellifluous beauty in the 
silence of night, marks ihe observance 
of a custom that goes back not less 
than fifteen centuries. 

King out the old year, ring In the 
new, Is not an impui e to celebrate 
with mere noise another swing of Fa¬ 
ther Time's scythe. The custom has 
a significance, a beauty of meaning 
identified with some of the earliest ob¬ 
servances of the church 

From remotest anthpiity bells play 
ed a part in religious worship. In Egypt 
the feast of Osiris was announced by 
the ringing of bells Aaron and other 
Jewish high priests wore bells nttaeh 
ed to their vestments, in Athens the 
priests of Cybele used bells In their 
rites: the Greeks employed them In 
camps and garrisons, and the most 
solemn moment in the ritual of the 
Catholic church is pro eded by the 
ringing of silver chimed bells 

Puullnus, bishop of Nola. Introduced 
the bell into the Christian worship 1 
the year 400 A. D. 

The first bells were made in O' 
panla, hence the term campanile or be 
tower. 

The adoption of the bell Into tile 
services of the church soon gave the 
chimes the comforter's office In the 
minds of the devout In their simple 
faith the worshipers believed that cott 
secreted bells bad the power to pre¬ 
vent storms, to drive away evil spirits 
and to bring repose to the sufferer. 

The direct forerunner of the New 
Year bell is what was known as the 
"passing bell." This was rung at the 
death of a believer In theory devils 
troubled the expiring patient. 

But the peals of a consecrated bell 
were believed to possess a potency 
that the most malignant of devils 
could not withstand: hence with ev 
ery death the ringing of the Imly bells 
exorcised the evil spirits and assured 
the soul n happy passing into a future 
untroubled peace 

From this ancient custom developed 
easily and naturally the habit of ring¬ 
ing out tbe old year and ringing In 
the new 

Centuries have passed, a thousand 
’-years, and still 5 <hi more have been 
numbered since the first New Year 
was hailed by the music of tuned 
brass, but man sttll finds tbe custom 
beautiful and comforting, an 1 191'J 
will lie saluted by more peals than any 
of Its predecessors 

The bell most favored is made of tin 
and copper. In the reign of Henry II. 
experts decreed that a licit should have 
two parts nf copper and one of till. 
When Mr. I.ayard made his famous in 
vestigation of the ruins of Nineveh he 
found beautifully toned bells where 
(he proportion was ten parts of copper 
against one of tin Later experts have 
decided that four to one Is at nut the 
right proportion. Experiments have 
also been made with bolls of brass 
German silver, real silver and gold 
Some made of steel were shown to 
have n beautiful tone, but deficient 
from the fact that II could not be stis 
tallied. Glass bells of great tlthknes 
give out an exquisite melody, but tli 
ninterlal is too brittle to withstand tin 
constant impact of the clapper. 

So most of the bolls that greet 1912 
will lie made according to the formula 
of four parts copper to u. ■ part tin. 

The most famous of 1 1 1 • ■ bells that 
have greeted New Year arc now si 
leneed for all time One Is a priced 
relic of the world's greatest autocracy; 
the other Is a worshiped memento of 
the struggle for liberty that launched 
into existence the world’s mightiest re 
public. 

The great bell of Moscow, now lo 
cated In tbe Kremlin, was cast In 
1734. It was the design of its makers 
that It should fill (lie air with a vol 
ume of melody Hint should make it 
world famous In both height and di 
umeter this colossus of bells Is twenty 
one feet. It weighs 193 tons 

But how vain is the planning of 
mankind Is proved by the tragic ca¬ 
reer of this monster of sound. Only 
for three years did It toll forth the be 
ginning of the new year. fast in 
1734. It remained In Its place till 1737 
Then It fell during a lire and from Its 
great weight sank deeply Into the earth. 

For exactly one century It was per 
mitted to remain burled. 

Then II was raised, hui the exca¬ 
vators found In Its side a gaping hole, 
where a great piece bad been broken 
out No more should the hell rlne. 
But they raised It, placed It on a solid 
foundation, and if now forms the 
dome of a small chapel made liv ex 
cavating the space beneath It. Now. 
though It may no longer ring In tin- 
new year. It can lie the sanctuary for 
the New Year prayers of the faithful. 

Every New Year eve citizens of 
Philadelphia gather around the shrine 
of liberty. Independence hall, to hear 
tbe new year rung In. Formerly tills 
service was performed by the bell now 
known as the Liberty bell. 

Before that memorable day In 177b 
when the nation's fathers gave forth 
to the world their Declaration of In 
dependence, whose signing was her 
aided by the ringing of Liberty bell, 
the old bell hud been used to ring in 
tbe new year. 
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AN A1MANAC Of i 
Yt OLDfN TIME i 


F ortunately for our fore¬ 
fathers, ti e almanacs had some 
claims to literary merits in 
their day. Reading matter 
was scarce outside of the larger towns 
of the colonies. Magazines were prac¬ 
tically unknown. Filled with prog¬ 
nostications as to the weather, with 
snatches of wisdom and humor, verse 
nnd essay, the annual almanac became 
a compendium of useful knowledge 
that was most eagerly awaited and 
was hailed as an important event in 
many a home. One might say that It 
was treated as a household god. for. 
hung upon a hook in some corner, It 
always was ready for Instant refer 
once. The wise saws nnd quaint say 
lugs which ran through its pages were 
read over time and again by every 
member of the family 
There were numerous almanacs pub 
fished during colonial days In till ; 
country The popularity of Poor Rich 
ard’s Almanac, edited by Benjamin 
Franklin, went hand in hand with that 
of its Illustrious maker. 

The first Antes Almanac. Issued In 
1720. was conventional In form and 
closely followed other almanacs of 
the period Its maker was a physi¬ 
cian It contained a table of the 
movements of the planets and sundry 
prophecies concerning the weather. 
That the doctor was afraid of severe 
criticism of this first effort Is indicat¬ 
ed by the following stanza, which also 
Illustrates the style of Ills poetry: 
Head, then. Had learn, bat don't all faults 
object. 

Since they can only Judge that can cor¬ 
rect. 

To whom -my works appeal, and If I find 
The sons of art. to favor them Inclin'd. 
With their propitious smiles It shall suf¬ 
fice 

To counterpoise tho frowns of enemies 
An examination of the tiles of the 
Antes Almanac shows that nearly 
every conceivable subject was dismiss 
ed by the doctor in its nearly forty 
years of publication Sometimes he 
Indulged in (lights of Imagery, as in 
Novemlier. 1730: 

Old winter's coming, void of all delight 
With trembling steps Ills head is bald 
and white 

His hair w ith robes of Icicles Is hung 
His chatt'rlng teeth confound his u -less 
tongue 

He makes tho rich to spend and poor to 
buy 

For want of that which would their wants 
supply- 

in the opening lines of the alumnae 
for 1738 hr Antes takes a fling at law¬ 
yers. priests and doctors and hlainci 
old. overburdened Adam for l heir ex 
Istence Tints: 

Had Adam stood In Innocence till now 
And his blest sons had deign'd to hold the 
plow 

N i labor had fatigu'd not time had 
spoiled 

His youth, but spring had ever blooming 
smil'd. 

No lust for pdf nor heart distressing pain 
Had seized the miser nor the rural swain 
Nor vice, as now with vtrlue ne'er hail 
vied. 

And heaven'* omnipotence Us If defy'd. 
Nor lawyers priests nor doctors rie'ei had 
been 

If man had stood against tit' assaults of 
slit 

But. oh, lie fell' And so accurs'd we he 
The world Is now obliged to use all three 

Probably the most Interesting por 
lions of these almanacs are the bits 
of wisdom and bullin' which went 
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with each calendar tt ton lit A few II 
lustrations will suffice to show the sort 
of thing that amused our ancestors
